earn its right to ex ist. There a r e 
many 
which have no such philosophy. They mere­ 
ly ex ist for the purpose of making profit 
and this is an end to the whole scheme. 
In normal times 
few business 
enter­ 
prises are operated for m o n e y only. Most 
businesses seek to serve, 
and service to 
the public must be a factor considered. If 
this is not the dominant 
influence 
of a 
business in normal times, the public soon 
recognizes the fact and volume is scaled 
accordingly. That business which seeks to 
make money alone cannot, in normal years, 
hide the fact. 
Somehow 
the motivating 
attitude of any business is shown 
on the 
face of the business. There is no nevi of 
a sign on the wall to say what is in the 
hearts of the men and women responsible 
for the business. 
But these are 
not normal 
times 
and 
hence businesses without a philosophv of 
service, can ex ist for a while. But tinier 
will return as of old and this philosophy 
will once again become dominant. This is 
certain. There is no escape from it. Those 
business 
interests which do not feel this 
way 
will be compelled to, at least, parade 
under the banner of service, and if the ef­ 
fort is not sincere, the buying public will 
recognize the spirit in which the business 
is operated. 


Healthy Frankness 
In the last days of 
the political cam­ 
paign, when truth and reason were look­ 
ing decidedly groggy, we came upon two 
advertisements 
which renewed our hopes 
for the survival of those 
estimable 
vir­ 
tues. Turning back to those ads today, now 
that the hurly-burly’s done, we still find 
them encouraging enough 
to pass along 
as a preview of a possible better world to 
come. 
One ad was put out by an aircraft man­ 
ufacturer. the other by a maker of shav­ 
ing cream. And 
both approached 
their 
subject with a candor which copy writers 
commonly shun, 
apparently 
on the as­ 
sumption that such 
an approach 
is too 
true to be good. 
The aircraft concern 
is talking about 
the 
helicopter,

a tremendous 
buildup as the air flivver of the future— 
one smart New York shop has even had 
a “helicopter fashion show.” But here is

“ Flying a helicopter is not a job for a 
novice. . .Helicopters, if thev

We are winning the 
campaign against tuberculosis just 
a,? we are winning so many of our 
campaign?. Victory is, of course, 
far from complete. There still die 
every year in the Toited States 
from tuberculosis what would rep­ 
resent the population of a fair 
sized tow n of about six ty thousand 
people. This is a loss by a prevent­ 
able disease—a pure loss, the kind 
that needn't occur. But it is much 
less than it used to be. 
Perhaps as graphic a way to 
show the improvement a e any is 
to compare the amount of money 
disbursed 
by a large ins nance 
company like the Metropolitan in 
death claims. In UMI, the d; . i m c- 
ments of tho company for deaths 
from tuberculosis was 7,3 per cent 
of the total disbursements; in 
19 41 it was 4.1 per cent. I cannot 
find in my files the figures for 
later years, hut have no doubt the 
improvement is still g mg on. 
Other Diseases 
In that same period the dis­ 
bursements for cancer rose from 
IO per cent in 1931 to 14 per cent 
in 19 41, and for heart discase from 
15 per cent in 198 1 to I* per cent 
in 1941, showing that we have far 
le ss c o n t r o l o v e r t he s e l a t t e r 
chronic diseases than we do over 
tuberculosis. 
What cause* can ne ascribed for 
the improvement in the tubercu­ 
losis death rate and incidence? Is 
it a natural phenomenon or did v>e 
plan it that way ? 


Tuberculosis is a discase of pov­ 
erty, of overcrowded living condi­ 
tions and of poor food and bad 
nutrition. 
And 
undoubtedly 
in 
.North America these 
co nditio ns 
ha\e greatly improved. Social re­ 
form? have to a certain ex tent do ne 
aw ay with slums. Our housing con­ 
dition? are bever than they were 
50 years ago . And in spite o f the 
wa,Is of the ex perts abo ut ho w 
many million Americans are no t 
eating the proper diet, food seems 
to be pretty well distributed and 
everx body is getting a fair share. 
Tile tendency to a more outdoor 
life ami ex posure to sunshine also 
helps keep down tuberculosis. 


Planned Campaign 


B it undoubtedly the deliberate­ 
ly i tanned campaign against tu­ 
berculosis has done its share. For 
one thing it is educational. It is 
no longer considered a disgrace to 
ha\e tuberculosis. The early symp­ 
toms are not disguised with fancy 
name? that are only masks, such 
as -"she has gone into a kind o f 
r decline.” or, "winter cough.” 
More cases are detected earlier, 
are removed so tha* they do not 
contaminate others in the house­ 
hold, and tiea’e I at a period in the 
discase when they can be cured. 
Two other plans can be specifi­ 
cally 
. lentioned. 
One was 
the 
elimination of tuberculosis cattle. 
Thirty, even twenty, years ago the 
nature of n great deal of human 
tuberculosis in this country was 
bovine, ffom infected milk. The 
Department of Agriculture rigor­ 
ously demanded the slaughter of 
all animals which reacted at 
all 
suspiciously to the tuberculin test. 
Second, the educational program 
initiated in 19 28 has undoubtedly 
brought many early cases to treat­ 
ment. The poster for that year 
read—“ You may have tuberculo­ 
sis; let your doctor decide. Watch 
for tho-e danger signs: too easily 
tired: loss of weight: indigestion: 
cough that hangs on.” That is still 
good advice.

The Ohio Bell Telephone Company 


On the morning of Nov. 17, telephone operators at Dayton went on s t r i k e and established 


picket lines. This action was followed by sympathy walkouts in a number of other Ohio com­ 


munities. The strike is still in progress. On the afternoon of Nov. 17, the following telegram 


was sent by the Regional War Labor Board to the officers of The Ohio Federation of Tele­ 


phone Workers, Inc.: 


"Tbs Regional War Labor Board is informed that 
members of the Ohio Federation of Telephone Work­ 
ers, Inc., employed at The Ohio Bell Telephone Com­ 
pony hove gone out in strike in violation of national 
policy of continued production during the war emer- 
gency period. The Regional Board is further advised 
that the strike is over a dispute over an expense 
bonus paid transferee employees. A dispute case in­ 
volving this issue has been certified to the Notional 
War Labor Board and referred to the Regional Board 
for action. Both parties hove been notified of a hear­ 
ing scheduled for the week of November 27 before 
tri-partite panel with independent labor representa­ 
tion from the National Federation of Telephone 
Workers. 


"Despite notification of pending hearing on 
dispute and immediate availability of all facilities 
provided by the government for peaceful settle­ 
ments, members of your union have gone out on 
strike. Notional policy and equal treatment of all 
workers concerned prohibits Regional Board action 
on dispute cases pending a work stoppage. Strike ac­ 


tion can only delay settlement of dispute and there­ 
fore detrimentally affect the interests of employees 
in their case before the Board. 


a*The Compony will be directed to cease any 
negotiation until the work stoppage has been termi­ 
nated. The Regional Board, is, however, ready to 
continue immediate action when full operations 
have been restored. The Regional War Labor Board 
unanimously orders that you instruct all members of 
the Ohio Federation of Telephone Workers, Inc., 
employed at The Ohio Bell to return to work at once, 
restore full operation immediately and notify this 
board of their action. You are further directed to 
bring the contents of the telegram to the immediate 
attention of all members of your union. Please wire 
compliance.
